Articles selling for $30 or less, and

tax, as are also surgical and musical 
Instruments, eyeglasses, 
spectacle«, 
salver 
plated flat table 
ware, 
and 


articles used for religious purposes. 
The tax of 2 cents on each $100 sale 
on produce exchanges is cut in half. 
The tax on playing cards was

creased from 8 to 10 cents a pack.

rates are increased so that the maxi­

N aturally these 
appealed .to the financially 
inexpen 
enced professional workers, m otivat­ 
ed not by greed for gain but by the 
consciousness 
of 
urgent 
m onetary 
needs. 
So do not let us be too quick to jeer 
and scoff. 
Lot us instead join in in­ 
sisting th at the harpies of specula­ 
tion be suppressed—and let us give 
some really serious thought to 
the 
economic status of those whom they 
have not injured and to whom society 
as more indebted than seemingly 
is

WARM 
OCEAN 
WATER 
MAY 
IN FLU EN CE CLIVI ATES 


The ocean is warm ing up. 
The in­ 
ternational ice patrol, operating from 
Halifax, N. ¿5., reports that the tem ­ 
perature of the sea covering the 35 
hundred square miles of the Grand 


Banks of Newfoundland is 7 degrees 


higher /than normal for the time of 
year. 
Sim ilar conditions are found 
in neighboring waters, icebergs 
and 
icefloes are alm ost nonexistent south 
( f Newfoundland, 
and 
widespread 
though tem porary changes in 
the 
clim ate of Eastern America and Wes­ 
tern Europe are thought likely to oc­ 
cur (in the near future by Lieut. Ed­ 
ward H. Smith of the United States 
ast 
guard 
service, 
who reports 
these phoneomenal conditions. 
His report is based upon the 
re­ 
ports 
of 
the 
coast 
guard cutter 
m aintaining the ice pati*r>l. 
In it he 
saya: 
“The early reports from the patrol 
this spring are of more than passing 
interest due to the relatively 
high 
tem peratures which are being 
en­ 
countered over practically the entire 
continental shelf south of Newfound­ 
land. 
The Grand Bank, a subm erg­ 
ed prom ontory 
of 
thiitty-five thou­ 
sand square miles, is normally cov­ 
ered by a reservoir of w ater that is 
free from outside intrusions, such as 
ocean currents, from September 
to 
March every 
year. 
This reservoir 
has a mean depth of thirty-five fath- 
ones, or 210 feet. 
It is cooled by the 
end of winter ¡to a uniform tem pera­ 
ture from surface to bottom. 
This 
w ater mass in March constitutes one 
of N ature’s largest ami most accur­ 
ate 
therm om eters, which 
registers 
the severity or mildness of »the pre­ 
ceding w inter season. 
Norm ally this 
therm om eter is chilled by the 
cold 
blasts from Canada to a tem perature 
i f 30-32 degrees Fahrenheit, 'but this 
year the spring tem peratures 
are 
37-38 degrees; 7 degrees above nor­ 
mal. 
When we stop /to consider that 
it takers approxim ately thiriy-three 
hundred times as much heat to raise 
a given volume of w ater one degree 
as it does a sim ilar quantity of air, 
wo 
can 
realize 
the 
tremendous 
am ount of heat 
reserve 
the Grand 
Banks possesses this year. 
“This a too records the passage 
of 
one of the w arm est w inters this re­ 
gion has experienced in the last ten 
years. 
The patrol vessel has visited 
several fishing ham lets along 
the 
south coast of Newfoundland and all 
these places state th a t the winter of 
1923-1924 was one 
of 
the 
mildest 
w ithin the record of their oldest in­ 
habitants”. 
Commenting on these observations, 
1 ieutenant Smith savs that such vast 
bodies of relatively warm w ater may 
be traced across the Atlantic 
for 
months and have been known to have 
immense effect upon the general dis­ 
tribution 
of 
atm ospheric 
pressure 
m d so upon w eather conditions 
on 
both sides of the Atlantic.

historical facts and advantages 
con­ 
cerning this movement. 
The history of this sort of school 
organization 
together with its 
ad­ 
vantages was set forth 'by Lee 
as 
follows: 
The first real consolidation 
was 
affected in Montague, MaJs., in 1875. 
This school has been and still is 
a 
social and economic success. 
The coat of education in a consoli­ 
dated district is much reduced. This 
is really the solution of the difficul­ 
ties for weak rural districts. 
It pro­ 
vides equal 
educational 
opportuni­ 
ties for all children 
a t 
a minimum 
cost. 
G reater 
community 
interest 
and pride are stim ulated. 
Rural boys 
and girls are keipt on /the farm 
as 
they are placed on a plane of educa­ 
tional equality with the hoys 
and 
girls of the city. 
The first consolidation law in Mis­ 
souri was parsed by the General As­ 
sembly in 1901. 
Hickman Mills 
of 
Jackson County was one of the first 
organized under this act. 
»It is still 
a flourishing district. 
The Buford Consolidation Law was 
passed in 1913 and there are 
more 
than 240 consolidated districts 
or­ 
ganized under this act. Nearly $140,- 
000 in State aid was apportioned to 
these districts in 1923 upon the basis 
of $25 a square mile. 
Consolidation has been 
a marked 
success in every 
community 
where 
the entire community has co-operat­ 
ed. 
Eighty-sax of the 114 counties 
in 
Missouri have one or more consoli­ 
dated districts. 
Bates County leads 
the list with 12. 
The total area of tbe consolidated 
districts of Missouri 
is 6237 square 
miles with an average of twenty-eev- 
ero 
square 
miles 
to each district. 
There were 
37,422 
enrolled 
in the 
elem entary grades and 10,626 in the 
high schools in these districts 
last 
year. 
The average cost of the build­ 
ings was $15,820 and .the average 
assessed 
valuation 
was $1,091,000. 
The average levy for school purpos­ 
es was 77 cents. 
I*ast year there were 9242 school 
districts in Missouri. 
Many of these 
were struggling rural districts whose 
valuation with 
the 
maximum levy 
would not manta/in more than 
five 
months of school paying a to c h e r as 
little as $80 a month. 
Lee gave it as his opinion that it 
these 9242 districts 
were organized 
into larger units so as there would 
not be more than 1200, th at 
every 
child would then have an equal 
op­ 
portunity.

killed almost instantly, and four boys 
hurt, (two of them seriously, when an 
automotlile in which they were rac­ 
ing, left the road and sides wiped

tree on the Bloomfield road near the 
Keller 
Creek 
bridge, 
three 
miles 
southwest of Cape Girardeau, at 11 
a. m. Sunday. 
Baird, standing 
on 
the 
running 
board of the light Ford 
roadster, 
was swept 
from 
his position 
and 
hurled against the tree, 
when 
the 
car, being 
driven 
at a reckless 
speed, got from under control in tin* 
loose gravel at the east side of the 
road and after sideswiping the 
tree 
turned turtle, pinning three of 
the 
youths beneath it. 
The injured are: 
Henry 
Biehle, 
16, son of Mr. and Mrs. Joe Bieble, 
.'{4)0 
South 
Kllis 
street; 
Anton 
Shaaf, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Anton 
Shaaf, 013 Morgan Oak street; Paul 
Fullerton 15, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Taylor Fullerton of Gideon; and Aus­ 
tin Seib, 16, son of Mr. ami 
Mrs. 
Frank Serb, 703 South Sprigg stre« • 
Bieble was ithe most seriously hurt, 
suffering internal injuries. 
He was 
taken to a local hospital where it was 
said his injuries are serious. 
Baird’s body, with his left arm al- 
m<»st torn away, was found a short 
distance from tin- tree. The right sido 
of his head was crushed, and accord­ 
ing to physicians 
this 
injury 
is 
what probably caused his death. 
Biehle, who was driving the 
car; 
and Fullerton and Schaaf, who were 
in the seat, were pinned beneath the 
automobile when 
it 
turned 
over. 
Seib, who was standing on the right 
running board, opposite Baird, leap­ 
ed from his position when he 
saw 
that the driven had lost control of 
Ihe machine; 
and 
but 
for 
slight 
bruises to his hip and lacerations of 
his body, was uninjured, an examina­ 
tion after the accident showed. 
“I told them to slow up, or some­ 
thing would happen“, Seib, the only 
survivor who was able to talk con­ 
nectedly of the accident, sobbed, “We 
had crossed the bridge, but I 
guess 
we were going too fast to make the 
turn. As the car went into the ditch, 
I jumped, and then I heard a terrible 
crash, and that’s all I remember for 
a time. 
When I got up, the car was 
turned over, and «1 could hear groans 
from someone underneath It. 
I hur­ 
ried to them and tried to pull them 
out, but couldn’t and then someone 
came along and I got them to 
help 
me. 
I didn't see Baird’s body until 
after the other people came. 
I don’t 
know what killed him”. 
Marks on the tree about four feet 
from the ground show that the au­ 
tomobile near turned over at 
that 
point, sides wiped it and apparently 
swept Baird off the running board. A 
few hairs imbedded in the bark of 
the tree showed where Baird’s 
head 
•had struck, and a pool of blood about 
four feet away gave muite evidence of 
where he was thrown. The car after 
brushing against the tree, went on 15 
feet further before it finally 
turned 
over, and when rescuers reached the 
scene, the car, they said, was facing 
in the opposite direction from which 
it had been going. 
The acaident occurred at a 
point 
about 50 southwest of the west end 
of the Keller 
Creek 
bridge.

taxes—on

sions are revised to plug gaps in the 
old law for tax evasion, ami consid­ 
erable additional revenue -is expected 
as a result. 
The net reduction which ft is esti­

The tax will

the total amount of gifts during the 
year. 
This tax goes into effect 
as 
of last January 12. 
The rate would 
start at 1 per cent on gifts not in ex­ 
costs of $50,000. It is estimated this 
tax will bring in $2,000,000 revenue 
annually. 
The new tax on mah jong sets is 
10 per cent and it is estimated this 
will result in collections of about $2,- 
000,000 annually. 
The new normal tax rates on indi­ 
vidual incomes are 2 per cent on in­ 
comes of $4000 and under, 4 per cent 
>n incomes between $4000 and $8000 
and 6 per cent on incomes 
above 
that 
amount. 
The 
surtax 
rates 
range from 1 p«r cent on incomes be­ 
tween $10,000 land $14,000 to 40 per 
cent on incomes of over $500,000.

N aturally these 
appealed too the financially

enccd professional workers, m otivat­ 
ed not by greed fur gain but by the 
consciousness 
of 
urgent 
m onetary 
needs. 
So do not let us be too quick to jeer 
and scoff. 
Let us instead join in in­ 
sisting that the harpies of specula 
toion be suppressed— and let us give 
som e really serious thought to 
the 
ecomunic status of those whom they 
have not injured and to whom society 
is more indebted than seem ingly 
is

ture from surface to bottom.

water mass in March constitutes one

thermometers, which

Normally this 
thermometer is chilled by the

one of the warmest winters this re­ 
gion has experienced in the last ten 
f . y e a r s .

these places dtate that the winter of 
1923-1924 was one 
of 
the 
mildest 
within the record of their oldest in­ 
habitants”. 
Commenting on these observations, 
Lieutenant Smith says that such vast 
bodies of relatively warm water may 
be traced across the Atlantic 
for 
months and have been known to have 
immense effect upon the general dis­ 
tribution 
of 
atmospheric 
pressure 
and so upon weather conditions 
on 
both sides of the Atlantic. 


CONSOLIDATION AIDS 
SCHOOL WORK 


‘^Consolidated school districts are 
not ancient”, said State Superintend­ 
ent Charles A. Lee, in giving 
some 
historical facts and advantages 
con­ 
cerning thin movement. 
The history of this sort of school 
organization 
together with it* 
ad­ 
vantages was set forth -by I<ee 
as 
follows: 
The first real consolidation 
was 
affected in Montague, Ma.*s., in 1875. 
This school has been and still is 
a 
social and economic success. 
The coat of education in a consoli­ 
dated district is much reduced. This 
is really the solution of the difficul­ 
ties for weak rural districts. 
It pro­ 
vides equal 
educational 
opportuni­ 
ties for all children 
at 
a minimum 
cost. 
Greater 
community 
interest 
and pride are stimulated. 
Rural hoys 
and girls are kept on (the farm 
as 
they are placed on a plane of educa­ 
tional equality with the hoys 
and 
girls of the city. 
The first consolidation law in Mis­ 
souri was passed by the General As­ 
sembly in 1901. 
Hickman Mills 
of 
Jackson County was one of the first 
organized under this act. 
(It is still 
a flourishing district. 
The Buford Consolidation I.aw was 
passed in 1913 and there are 
more 
than 240 consolidated districts 
or­ 
ganized under this act. Nearly $140,- 
000 in State aid was apportioned to 
these districts in 1923 upon the basis 
of $25 a square mile. 
Consolidation has been 
a marked 
success in every 
community 
where 
the entire community has co-operat­ 
ed. 
Eighty-six of the 114 counties 
in 
Missouri have one o«r more consoli­ 
dated districts. 
Bates County leads 
the list with 12. 
The total area of the consolidated 
districts of Missouri 
is G237 square 
miles with an average of twenty-sev- 
square 
miles 
to each district. 
There were 
37,422 
enrolled in the 
elementary grades and 10,626 in the 
nigh schools in these districts 
last 
year. 
The average cost of the build­ 
ings was $15,820 and 'the average 
assessed 
valuation 
wms $1,091,000. 
The average levy for school purpos­ 
es was 77 cents. 
I*ast year there were 9242 school 
districts in Missouri. 
Many of these 
were struggling rural districts whose 
valuation with 
the 
maximum levy 
would not mantain more than 
five 
months of school paying a to c h e r as 
little as $80 a month. 
Ix*e gave it as his opinion that if 
these 9242 district« 
wore organized 
into larger units so as there would 
not be more than 1200, that 
every 
child would then have an equal

portunity.
